making' bis i;x.pl;ujiitioiis in Coiumit- 
teo of riupiily beforu asking' for a vote 
of tbo laouoy, ntated tliat the matter 
•was taliou up by the Groverntueut at 
the Bolibitation of the leading scienti- 
fic men of the country. He spoke of 
the di.scoura^'ing effect produced by 
the results of the expedition sent out 
in search of Sir John I'rankliu; but 
considered that the success attending 
the -voyage of the Polaris was enough 
to justify another attempt. The ob- 
ject of tlio present effort is to reach 
the highest northern latitude— the 
North role, if possible. Tbe two tos- 
sels iuteuded for the voyage are now 
undergoing repairs at Portsmouth 
under the supervision of Sir Leopold 
McCliatock. They will sail in con- 
cert, taking the route through B.iffin's 
Bay and Smith's Sound; but one will 
remain some 200 miles behind the 
other, and will not advance beyond 
82== unless it is found neoesaarj to 
abandon the foremost vessel. If the 

- ^ea^edifcion does not return so early as 
lis noiv expected, it is proposed to lit 
up and send out a third ve.-isel in 1877 
for tbo p.irp-jati of ascertaing the fate 
of the original evpediliou. The Dan- 
ish Gov.a-nment has promised to se- 
cure slodgod, drivers and dogs, so as 
to be ready for the arrival of the ships 
off .the coast of Greenland; and the 
United States autlioritiea have placed 
at the disposal of the voyageur.s the 
itorfls left by the Polaris at different 
points. Both ships will be superbly 
jnanncd and equipped. 

TuE Now York Tim^.i, JNfarcli 20, re- 
porta aa folio w.s concorning tlio present 
'Odndition of ocean travel :--The uiflueri(2o 
of recent iucroaso in llie cor.st of .sloerago 
passage to liiverpbol is now buing felt, 
and most of the steamers le.ivin^ port to- 
day tuk« out a smaller number of pussen- 
gers timn those of lust week. The winter 
tr:ul<i h;!.s closed, niid for a tinio eoinp.ira- 
tivo little i» expected. Many of the pa.srten- 
who wont abroad last fall inlliicnced by 
the low rates are now rotiiraint,'; but the 
outward trips do not pay. The cabin 
passonger.i are fewer than at this time 
last ynar, and as the price of firat class 
tickles li:i^4 not changeil, this decrease is 
chifllv ex|)l:iiiio(i by the hard tim,'s. The 
lur"'e," (■:qH-iisivo steamers of all the lines 
crii'^iiLill laid up. for the roasi>a that the 
doraaod Joes not require them. Tlioro 
is now plenty of frioght offeriub', but tho 
rates »ro low t***' some of the steamers 
do but lifxio more than pay e.<pea3oa. 
All the Hte iraers leaving port to-day take 
out h'.f^ci cargoGs, beiMU^e it is hardly 
jnore uspuii.siva to ship by steaiu than by 
•ailing vessel. Of course tho sailing 
interest Hulfers, and a largo ileot, com 
prising all classes of vessels, is lying idle 
at tbo doolss, waiting for piyiag uirgjds.

remedied, and its action regulated, 
by onveloi)ing it in a bag of jnu chinoiit 
paper, which acts osmotically, and is 
decomposed slowly by it.
